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The receipt is acknowledged of applicant's amendment and terminal disclaimed, both 
filed 02/22/2008. 

Claims 1-162 have been canceled. Claims 163 and 182 have been included in 
the prosecution. Claims 183-188 have been added by the current amendment. 

Claims 163-188 are pending. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 02/22/2008 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
US 7,045,145 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been 
recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the present 
claims are directed to transdermal system for delivering progestin and estrogen 
comprising adhesive polymer matrix comprising combination of four permeation 
enhancers consisting essentially of, on a final percentage by weight of the adhesive 
polymer matrix after fabrication of the system, from about 4% to about 1 2% dimethyl 
sulfoxide; from about 4.2% to about 12.6% a fatty (Cs - C20) alcohol ester of lactic acid; 
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from about 0.7% to about 2.3% lower (C1-C4) alkyl ester of lactic acid; and from about 
3% to about 9% capric acid. The closest prior art US '956 teaches combination of three 
enhancers, and does not teach capric acid and does not suggest adding any forth 
enhancer. US '956 describes the combination of the three enhancers as a unique 
combination. US '956 does not teach the claimed amounts of the three enhancers. US 
'084 teaches capric acid by itself as enhancer, and does not teach its combination with 
other enhancers. US '084 does not teach small amounts of capric acid as instantly 
claimed or capric acid combined with the specific ranges of the other three enhancers. 
Therefore, the combination of US '956 and US '084 does not teach the addition of 
capric acid in the claimed small amount to the other specified three enhancers in the 
claimed amount as instantly claimed. Additionally, in the declaration filed 10/31/2007 
applicant stated that in the parent application applicant presented data showing capric 
acid provides poorer skin permeation of progestin than the combination of US '956, 
therefore, no motivation to add capric acid to the enhancer combination of US '956. 
Furthermore, the declaration showed that the addition of capric acid in small amounts to 
the enhancer combination of US '956 unexpectedly provided higher serum 
concentration of progestin which is 3-8 folds higher than the enhancer combination of 
US '956.
